ficer and of the prejudicial 
at­ 
mosphere created before the trial 
I pleaded guilty to the charges of 
drunkenness and profanity as the 
best means of avoiding a theatrical 
performance” 
But before he spoke, Henry Plasse, 
the motorcycle policeman who ar­ 
rested Kuhn early Sunday morn­ 
ing, got in a word for himself.

th e la tte r h as rem ained in effect. 
An executive 
order, dealing w ith expense accounts, is fa r from 
a m ere form ality. 
D iplom ats have to tu rn in a 
detailed acco u n tin g for every m orsel of food 
bought o ut of federal allow ances; and each such 
acco u n ting m ust be accom panied by a solem n 
certificate to th e effect th a t none of th e m oney 
w as sp ent on liquor. 
O ne m u st not Jum p to th e erroneous con­ 
clusion th a t A m erican em bassies an d legations 
are dry. 
T he diplom ats have th e ir liquor; but 
th ey m ust pay for it out of th e ir own pockets. 
As a m a tte r of fact, they will co n tin u e to pay j 
for it—o r m ost of it—out of th e ir own pockets, 
even lf th e Hoover executive o rd e r is revoked 
Tne h ig h e st allow ances for all e n te rta in m e n t. 
Including food and drink, are to th e em bassies 
a t London a n d Paris. 
These top allow ances are 
only $4 ROO a year. 
Inasm uch as th e A m erican 
envoys to G re a t B ritain and F ran ce each spend 
betw een $50,000 and $75,000 an n u a lly for e n te r­ 
tain m e n t, it is obvious th a t th ey are .spending 
th e ir own m oney, not only for th e ir w ines and 
liquors out also for m ost of th eir food, and the 
sam e holds good on a sm aller scale in th e case 
of sm aller em bassies and legations. 
So th e proposed de-V olsteadlzing of diplo­ 
m atic exper.se accounts would be sym bolic ra th e r 
th a n p ra c tica l.
